“I fall to see how anything Hale
might do or say could Injure President
Wilsorr In the slightest,'’ replied Deputy
Attorney Genernl Becker, of New York,
who wans tastifying,

Hecker contended that the article was
relevant, as it phowed that Hale was
rupporting the Soclulist candldate In
New York at the time he was in the
pay of the German Covernment, This
connectlon of Hale's with Germany had
been testified to nt u previous hearing.

“Lat It go In,” was Overman's verdlct
after considerable consideration,

Says Berlin Employed Hale

Becker sald that Hale was employed
by th_ Germans becauss of influsnce he
was thought to have with the American
people, His fullure to exert any In-
flusnce with the Prestdent on behalr of
Germany wis n great blow, he declared.
